1. In view of the fact that National Sectirlty Council Intelligence 
Directive Mo. 1, in paragraph 2, authorizes the Director of Central Intel- 
ligence to make surveys and inspections, and in paragraph 3c to issue 
supplementary Director of Central liitelligence Directives (iBiich, if unan- 
imously concurred in by lAC members, have the effect of NSCID’s), it is 
believed that the enclosed Directive on Foreign Document Exploitation, 
redrafted by the ad hoc committee as a NSCID on 6 January, to replace 

DCI 1/5 of 30 October IShl idiich was circulated, should be issued as a 
DCI Directive. The NSC Staff and NSC Consultants feel that such detailed 
matter should not be submitted to the National Security Council for an 
additional NSCID. 

2. The enclosed proposal, substantially as drafted by the ad hoc 
coraraittee, is submitted therefore with a voting slip for your appropriate 
use and return before 22 January 19 U8.
